EDS REJECT TERMS 


Nanking, Jan. 12—(JP)—Radio 
reports from Tientsin tonight said 
fee Tientsin National garrison had 
rejected a three point proposal 
for the surrender of that JXorth 
China city to the Communists. 
The reports said the 
National 


force of 60,000 troops had agreed 
to give up the city of 3,000,000 
if they were permitted to be evac- 
uated "with light arms" through 
the port of Tangku, 27 miles from 
Tientsin' 
Some 16 ships were reported 
waiting off Tangku anticipating 
the removal of National troops if 
the Reds accept the proposal. 
The radio added that the Com- 
munists originally offered to ac- 
cept the surrender on these terms: 
That Nationals 
lay down their 
arms within the city;-all military 
supplies and equipment be pro- 
tected for handing 
over to the 
Communists, and -the lives of all 
National soldiers who obey these 
terms will be protected. 
The exact situation in Tientsin 
was still confused here but it 
appeared the eventual surrender 
was being arranged under 
the 
pressure of the peopled demands. 
The peace move by the people 
themselves at Tientsin may set 
the 
pattern for 
settlement 
of 
China's civil war on a national 
basis. 
It Is obvious to observers here 
that the government is not mak- 
ing any progress toward a5 nego- 
tiated end of hostilities. 
It is equally apparent that the 
four big powers—reportedly asked 
last Saturday by Foreign Minister 
Wu Te-Chen to help bring about a 
meeting between the Nationalists 
and Communists-:—will shy away 
from participation in a squabble 
which has brought only extreme 
unhappinesa to outsiders who in- 
terfered. 


On 'the basis of those facts it is 
certain that it will take some new- 
force to halt the fighting before it 
engulfs Nanking as it has other 
cities further north."1

"I feel "the 
more prudent course would be to 
balance the budget by economy in 
spending rather than through an 
increase in taxes," he said. 
And Senator Sparkman (D-Ala) 
told a reporter "it is going to be 
very, very difficult to get as much 
of an increase as the president re- 
quested. We simply cannot afford 
in these lush tunes to have deficit 
financing." 
Rep. Taber (R-NT), who was

"very substantially."

The meeting lasted more than 
three hours. There was no imme- 
diate announcement of action. 


The foreign office denied Israels 
assertion that Britain has sent 
military supplies to her Arab 
state allies in violation of the Un- 
ited Nations arms embargo. 


A spokesman said Israel "iuseii" 
broke the embargo by importing: 
supplies from Communist Czech- 
Slovakia "on a massive scale.1' He 
said 90 per cent of Israel's HUS- 
plies came from east Europe. He 
said American dollars, but not U. 
S. government dollars, make pos- 
sible the purchases. 
Israel and Britain blamed each 
other for the crisis. 
The cabinet meeting was tise 
first 
called since British-Israeli 
tension heightened over the des- 
truction of five RAF planes in the 
Palestine-Egyptian frontier area 
last Friday. 
Israeli forces shot down "the 
planes, described as armed re- 
connaisance craft. 
They fell in 
the closing phase of a long bor- 
der battle between Israel' and 
Egypt. Armistice talks between 
Israel and Egypt are due to *tart 
at Rhodes this week under Un- 
ited Nations auspices. Acting U. 
N. Mediator Ralph J. Bunche ar- 
rived at Rhodes yesterday. 


A foreign office statement, is- 
sued after Israel complained about 
British activities to the security 
council at Lake Success yesterday, 
defined Britain's current stand on 
the Palestine problem: 


To exercise restraint, back up 
the United Nations and reserve 
her rights as to future action. • 


"One 
of the great dangers in 
the situation lies in the fact that 
the Security Council has been los- 
ing control over the events," the 
statement said. 
"It is of para- 
mount importance that this auth- 
ority should be reestablished with- 
out delay and maintained until a 
final settlement is reached."

TRUMAN DEAL FACES LONG HAUL 


It might seem that after winning the election, President 


rruman is capable of almost any feat—even getting his 
whole domestic program enacted by Congress. But the 
program is almost certain to be in for a hard fight. And 
its supporters in Congress have some hard work in store 
if they are to get the President substantially what he 
wants. 


One problem for Mr. Truman and his Capitol lieuten- 


ants is to determine what and how much of those State 


3f the Union requests can be tackled in one session. 
[t will take a long time to consider the presidential want 
list and get some of the items which Congress may ap- 
prove into operation. 


It will also take money for the projected universal 


•nilitary training, St. Lawrence Seaway development, 
iederal housing and education projects, many parts of 
fte farm program, sundry studies, and so on. Mr. Tru- 
nan has asked $4,000,000,000 increased revenue in new 
axes. But that wouldn't pay for all the things he has in 
mind. So priority will be important. 


Many things on the want list have been asked for 


before. ' These include a higher minimum wage, standby 
price and wage controls, the Truman civil rights pro- 
gram, UMT, medical insurance, the St. Lawrence project, 
housing and education subsidies and extension of the 
original reciprocal trade law. It 
remains to be seen 


how much better this Congress likes them than its pre- 
decessor did. 


The 
Republican-Southern 
Democrat 
coalition will 


probably continue to function. 
It may well cause Mr. 


Truman continued trouble. The civil rights program is 
sure to be fought tooth, nail and filibuster—if the filibuster 


Ls still in existence. 


The so-called "socialized medicine" plan is also due 


for some strong opposition. 
If uncontrolled prices con- 


tinue their decline, the Democratic leadership may find 
It hard to sell the need for price controls, even to a Demo- 
cratic Congress. 


Of the new proposals, one will cause plenty of fire- 


works. That is the request to authorize government con- 
struction of steel mills if private industry does not ex- 
pand as much as the government thinks necessary. Aside 
from the socialistic aspect of the request, which may even 
cause some of the President's adherents to hesitate, op- 
ponents will point out that steel capacity is already high 
and going higher. 


The present capacity, 96,000,000 tons a year, is the 


highest in our history—including the war years. And pro- 
duction- schedules call for a 98,000,000-tcn capacity by the 
end of 1950. 
That is getting pretty close to the 100- 


million-ton goal that CIO President Philip Murray has 
mentioned. 


Further, it takes steel to build mills to provide more 


steel. 
W^ith steel already earmarked by private compan- 


ies for construction purposes, the Administration could 
run into difficulties persuading some congressmen that 
the government should get that steel instead. ' 


Naturally, Mr. Truman will find it infinitely easier 


and pleasanter to work with the 81st instead of the 
30th Congress on domestic 
matters. 
And a number 


D£ his wishes will doubtless be granted without undue 
trouble. 
But he may have reason to reflect, from time 


:o time, that in spite of his smashing victory he received 
'ewer votes than the Dewey-Wallace-Thurmond opposi- 
don. He may also find that the notion of a "people's man- 
iate" will produce some stormy contradiction on Capitol 
Kill.
